the capitol Friday morning and a 
famine was avoided. 
One car was 


bought by the board of educational

dows. The other car was bought by 
the capitol commission to heat that 
portion of the new building now en- 
closed 
and 
undergoing finishing 


touches of the contractor. 


These two state bodies paid dif- 


ferent prices for coal. J. R. Farris, 
purchasing agent tor the governor's 
finance department, 
bought 
seven 


cars of coal December 20, before the 
price was boosted 25 cents a ton. He 
bought foi the capitol commission. 
It paid tor the seven cais $3.75 a 
ton at the mines for Pittsburg nut. 
The freight, $2 49, brought the price 
up to ?6 24, counting nothing for un- 
loading, altho some expense is in- 
curred for that item 
The capitol 


commission borrowed a steam crane 
of the department of public works 
and uses its own employes in 
the 


work of unloading the coal 


The board of educational 
lands 


and funds, thru Commissioner Swan- 
son, buys coal on the open market 
since the time it got the worst of 
prices when it entered into a con- 
tract. Sometimes it gets coal at a 
low price on the open market, and 
occasionally it has to stand an in- 
crease in price. The car unloaded 
Friday cost $4 at the 
mines, with 


$2.49 added for freight, and 15 cents 
a ton for unloading, making a total 
of $6.64 a ton delivered in the bin. 
The coal bought is the same as that 
boughfby the capitol commission, 
Pittsburg nut.

When 


the capitol commission first started 
its separate heating plant to warm 
the new capitol the board of educa- 
tional lands and 
funds loaned

coal that was on hand. The old 
state house coal 
bins were prac- 


tically empty Friday when one car 
was received and unloaded. 


The capitol commission built a 


temporary heating plant to warm the 
new building and thus make it pos- 
sible for the contractor to finish the 
interior somewhere near

contract, July 1. 


1924. 
The contractor has a large 


force at work plastering and build- 
ing partitions in the new structure. 
The partitions are made of hollow 
tile and

The Structure of the Paragraph. 


T 


0 DAY 1 wish to aoswei three questions about paragraph struc- 


ture: 


1. What it a ptiragraphT 
A paragraph is a proup of sen- 


tences, each ot which contributes Its thought to form a larger 
unit of thought—the thought of the paragraph 
Mature people 


do not think in detached statements; they Mould those state- 


ments into larger units. 
Tbes« larger units are paragraphs 
Since a 


paragraph is a unit of thought, it should always be possible to eipress 
the essential idea of a paragraph In a single sentence. Such a sentence Is 
called the topic sentence. Sometimes this key-statement is actually set 
down, sometimes it is merely to be Inferred. But we can always regard 
a paragraph as the expansion, or development, of a single sentence. 


2. How may a oarayraph be developed Irom a topic tentencct 
We 


can take up only three ot several possible methods. Suppose we wanted 
to write a paragraph about the bewilderment felt by a boy when he first 
comes to college. 


(a) Method of Instances. Let us select as a topic sentence, "The first 


tew days of a freshman's college hrt are full of perplexities." 
We ,-an 


develop this by siring a number of concrete instances: the strangeness ot 
the new scene, the red tape of registering, being hazed by sophomores, and 
so forth. Thus we could expand this topic sentence into a paragraptt- 


(b) Method of comparison. Take as a topic sentence. "For the -irst 


tew days of his college life the freshman feels like a lost dog-" 
Expand 


this by showing specifically the force of the similarity. Compare tHe DOT 
with the 'ost dog in respect to bewilderment, tail-wagging amiability, the 
feeling o£ being out in a cold, hard world, being tormented by small boys 
with tin cans or by sopuomores with Humiliating pranks. 


(c) Method o, contiast. Here we could use tbe topic sentence. "The 


rollege freshman is very different from th« nlgb scnool senior." 
How is 


he different? The former is a nobody: the latter is monarch of all he sur 
vcys. The former has to rely upon himself; the latter is carefully guarded 
by parents and teachers. And in this way we could so on. developing the 
topic sentence by bringing out the contrast. 


These are the. three principal methods of paragraph development. 
Vou 


have an idea which you wisb to bring home to the reader in a single pura- 
jrapb. You can give concrete instances of your general statement; you 
can compare; you caa contrast. The essence of all three methods is to 
explain the vague or the unfamiliar by using the definite and the familiar. 
I need hardly say that these methods can be combined. That is, a para- 
graph built up by the method of instances can make use of comparisons, 
aiid vice versa. 


3. What are the rhetorical requirements of the paragraph' 
The prin- 


ciples ot Unitj, Coherence and Emphasis apply to the paragraph as well 
as to the sentence. 


(a) Unity. The paragraph should contain nothing which doea not help 


to bring out the thought of the topic sentence. A paragraph on the per- 
plexities of the freshman should be full ot perplexities, and nothing more. 
A sentence on the joys of college lite must be put in another paragraph. 
Conversely, the idea expressed in a topic sentence should not be spread out 
orer two or more paragraphs. To begin & new paragraph means that you 
have moved on to a new unit of thougnt. A paragraph should in itself be 
a complete little theme, although it in turn makes a contribution to a Btlll 
larger theme. 


(b) Coherence. A coherent sentence is one in which the words are 


clearly arranged. A coherent paragraph is one in which the sentence* are 
clearly arranged. The thought of the paragraph should develop consecu- 
tively from beginning to end": there should be no confusing gaps. 
Often 


it will be necessary to nse linking words or phrases as sign-posts to guide 
the reader on his way. Hamilton tea* one of the great /Minder* of our 
democracy. 
He Teas exceedingly distrustful of popular opinion. Surely 


there is a gap between these two sentences. Bridge that gap by inserting 
nevertheless at the beginning of the second sentence. A country college 
is superior to a city college. One receives more individual attention. Here 
the transition can be made smoother by beginning toe second sentence 
with In the former. Every sentence, then, should grow out of tbe pre- 
ceding one, and lead up to the following one; and this steady inarch of 
ideas should be made plain to the reader by words like however, then, too, 
on the other hand, besides, in fact, nevertheless. 


(c) Emphasis. Emphasis of the paragraph it largttlr * matter of 


proportion. You hate but one idea, but certain aspects of that ide» will 
be more important than others. Devote a proportional amount of space 
to those aspects. Do not elaborate some insignificant point until ita sheer 
balk dominates the whole paragraph. 


A paragraph, like a sentence, should close with something important. 


The beat conclusion will be a restatement of the Idea of the topic sentence. 
The paragraph of instances on the topic, "The first few days of a fresh- 
man's college life are full of perplexities," would not close with a specific 
example. 
You would remind your reader of the significanc* of your 


instances with something like "No wonder he la bewildered!" In short, 
the ideal conclusion returns to the general subject of tb« paragraph. 


Train yourself In these matters by anaiyring printed paragraphs and 


by expanding topic sentences Into paragraphs of yom own. Next time 1 
shall discuss planning by paragraphs, which is especially important In 
preparing an expository essay.

When we beard the supreme court decision

has been quite evident for several years to men

the issue oi whether land and lot valuations for 
taxation purposes were 
made on the same 


level as i«iilrodd property valuation, the state 
would lose 
The facts were too plain, and yet 


we suppose the state supreme court decision 
will be used by our valiant politicians •« ho 
know how easily aroused are our passions and 
prejudices at another torn torn beating. 


The cold and indisputable facts are that we 


have, either thru necessity or choice, placed 
the fixing of railroad valuations in the hands 
of a political board .vhose members are ambi- 
tious men keenly susceptible to popular influ- 
ence and who alw«os wet their fingers to test 
the blowing of the political winds whenevt>* 
they step out-of-doors They have known that 
to cut down railroad valuations to the same 
percentage of actual valuations as our cautious 
assessors do with theii property would have 
resulted in their being dynamited out of public 
life since every ambitious politician on the out- 
side wanting in would have seized upon it to 
inflame oui passions by crying out that they 
had sold out to the railroads 
It is difficult to 


say whether more men have been carried into 
office on the railroad issue than into capitals 
on railroad trains 


Do we ever learn anything? Here comes Gov- 


ernor Bryan, who is supposed to know what is 
better for us than we do ourselves, to tell the 
farmers that the way to get better prices for 
what they sell is to inflate the currency, issue 
more money. 
Germany has just gone broke 


iollowing out that policy. France and England 
are doing their level best to put the franc and 
the pound sterling, respectively, back to par 
because there are more 
of 
them than are 


needed and consequently their value Is below 
par. No bigger delusion ever seized upon men 
than that they can create wealth by the fiat of 
law. 
It has been disproved so often that the 


wonder is that any leader of men would seri- 
ously propose it. We. too, have just passed 
thru a period of currency Inflation, and the 
farmer ought to know what happens to him 
under such circumstances because he is the 
principal sufferer Mr. Bryan's remedy is the 
hair of the dog that bit him, but the farmer is 
aot likely to fancy the prescription. 


Fraud and corruption in connection with the 


operation of the 
government 
bureau estab- 


lished to handle the cases of disabled veteran* 
of the late war are charged in a report filed 
with the senate by its counsel, who made an 
exhaustive investigation. Here was a great 
work, that should have appealed to the sym- 
pathek; side of every decent man's nature, yet, 
according to this investigation, a group of men 
saw only the opportunity it presented to un- 
load properties at high prices on the govern- 
ment and to grab some money for themselves.

powers and boasted to King Hiero 
that he could move the world if he 
had a point upon which to rest a 
lever 


In the picture we see him giving 


an object lesson as to what he meant 
by raising the world by the lever 
system. 


Said Archimedes: 
"The lever 


beam, which weighs one half 
as 


much as the miniature 
world, has 


four-fifths of its length on one side 
of the fulcrum point Now, by press- 
ing my finger at the end of the beam 
—presto' change!—I raise the world. 
Who can tell what proportion of the 
world's weight is the weight of my 
finger?" 


To make Archimedes' 
question 


clearer, let us say that his miniature 
world weighed ten pounds, then 
what was the weight of the pressure 
of his 
finger'
